Priority

Information Disclosure Statement 

2. The information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on 05 January 2007 and 14 
December 2007 has been considered by the examiner. However, in the 14 December 2007 IDS, 
the reference to US 2000-286296 is incorrect and has not been considered. 

Drawings 

3. Figures 12-18 should be designated by a legend such as -Prior Art- because only that 
which is old is illustrated. See MPEP § 608.02(g). Corrected drawings in compliance with 37 
CFR 1.121(d) are required in reply to the Office action to avoid abandonment of the application.

Claim Objections

correction is required. 

In claims 2-5, "as for a positional relationship" is not idiomatic. 
In claim 6, "an ring-like" should be — a ring-like — . 

Allowable Subject Matter 

6. Claims 1-13 are allowed pending correction of errors noted above. The prior art does not 
teach the claimed vibration motor including, inter alia, "each of a bending point and an action 
point of a movable portion of the power supply terminal movable in the direction in which the 
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power supply terminal contacts the power supply land is arranged in a plane that includes a 
center of gravity of vibrational motion of the motor for generating vibration and is almost 
perpendicular to a rotating axis of the weight (claim 1).
